Solomon - Hope 
you are well. I wanted to bring something to your attention and ask for your assistance. As you know, the 
old Bethune Library site at 3617 S. Vermont has been vacant for sometime. Our Dept, of Public Safety 
which patrol the site, has informed me that the site is now being occupied by an individual who claims his 
family owns the parcel and he is now selling daily parking spots.
